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SHOCK AT 
PREGNANT 
SMOKERS

A HEALTH boss has spoken of her disappointment that 
nearly one is six of all mothers-to-be in Dudley are smok¬ 
ing throughout their pregnancy. 

Shocking new figures reveal that a total of 15.7 per cent — down from 
16.1 — in the borough continue lighting up during the nine months 
that they are expecting a baby. That’s more than the national average 
of just 11.4 per cent. 

In the Black Country, Cannock and Stafford, 2,773 women were recorded as smokers at 
the time of giving birth in 2014/15, leading to fears that babies are caused serious harm. 
Dudley’s Councillor Rachel Harris, who oversees health in the borough, said: “We are 
Councillor Rachel Harris very disappointed that too many pregnant women are smoking. We know it can harm the 

" baby in the womb from day one and causes 
higher rates of stillbirth, premature birth, 
low birth weight and sudden infant death. 

“However, stopping smoking early in 
pregnancy can almost completely prevent 
damage to the baby and stopping at any 
time during pregnancy reduces the risk of 
the baby’s health being harmed. We are 
working with our partners in the NHS to 
help pregnant women get the advice and 
support they need to quit smoking.” 

She urged all pregnant women who 
smoke, along with their family and friends 
who also smoke, to get help and support 
from the Dudley Stop SmoMng Service or 
their GP. 

According to the latest figure from the 
Health and Social Care Information Cen¬ 
tre, 18.8 per cent in Wolverhampton are 
smoking, up from 18.7 per cent in the pre¬ 
vious 12 months. In Walsall it’s up from 
13.7 to 14.7. 

Deprived 

The figure is 10 per cent in Sandwell and 
West Birmingham — an increase of 0.4 per 
cent. 

Professor Kevin Fenton, director of 
health and well-being at Public Health 
England, said: “There are still significant 
differences across regions and social groups 
with the burden and harm hitting hardest 
in more deprived communities. 

“Stopping smoking is the best thing a 
woman and her partner can do to protect 
their own health and the health of their 
baby, both during pregnancy and after. 

“Quitting and remaining smoke free can 
be difficult and, like many smokers, expect¬ 
ant parents may need help.” 

He added: “Women who smoke need to 
know that they are increasing the chances 
of abnormal fetal growth and risking their 
baby being stillborn.” 


11-year-old 
boy escapes 
gang of men 

FOUR men attempted to abduct 
an 11-year-old boy in a Netherton 
street. 

Police say the youngster was ap¬ 
proached in St George’s Road by the 
men at around 5pm on Thursday, 
June 18. They asked the boy to get 
into their light coloured BMW, but 
he kicked one of the group and ran 
away. Police are investigating the 
incident and said specialist officers 
are speaking with the boy and his 
parents. 

Meanwhile, parents have been 
warned to be on their guard follow¬ 
ing reports of a man trying to lure a 
schoolgirl into his car in Tipton. 

Police are carrying out extra 
patrols after the infant pupil was 
approached by a man in a black 
Mercedes last Wednesday. 

The girl was ahead of her mother 
in Bramah Way when the car pulled 
alongside her and a man started 
speaking to her. The child went back 
towards her mother but the man 
kept calling to her and started to 
open the car door. Both mother and 
child ran off. 

The man was described as Asian, 
aged 40 to 50, with a grey and black 
beard. 


Library in bid 
to transform 
shops parade 

CRADLEY Library could move to 
a revamped shopping parade under 
plans which include a supermarket, 
new shops and flats. 

Campaigners are looking at ideas 
to have rundown shops in Colley 
Gate transformed, after claiming 
that boarded-up shop are blighting 
the area and have become a magnet 
for vandals and arsonists. 

Councillors say that relocating 
the town’s library, currently around 
the corner in Colley Lane, is form¬ 
ing part of the proposals. They claim 
Cradley Library is one of the least 
used in Dudley borough and a move 
could boost numbers using it. 

Developers Hortons’ Estates and 
Antringham showcased their ideas 
to around 100 people who attended 
the Cradley Action Group meeting 
last week. 

Dudley Council own two of the 
properties and the developers are 
entering talks with the landlords of 
the others in order to buy the four 
remaining stores. 

If agreements cannot be reached 
Dudley Council says it will seek to 
use compulsory purchase powers to 
secure the properties. A planning ap¬ 
plication would be submitted. 


Father in car death 
tragedy is named

Family man killed 


A FATHER-OF-EIGHT from Hale¬ 
sowen who died after being hit by 
a car as he strapped his child into 
the back seat of his own vehicle has 
been named locally as Dave Hinton. 

The 47-year-old had taken his 
family to collect a Wendy house 
he had bought online when a car 
struck him on Oakham Road on 
Saturday. 

Mr Hinton suffered serious inju¬ 
ries in the collision with Volkswa¬ 
gen Polo and was airlifted to the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham, where he died of his in¬ 
juries. 

Residents had rushed to the fam¬ 
ily’s aid and carried out CPR on the 
father, who wasn’t breathing, until 
paramedics arrived. 


His wife Nadine, 34, and two 
young children had to be cut free 
from the wreckage of their Peugeot 
206 following the crash and were 
treated for minor injuries. 

Floral tributes have been left at 
the scene of the accident and resi¬ 
dents have spoken of their shock at 
the death. 

Adele Northall, aged 32, who lives 
opposite the crash site, said: “My 
husband heard the bang and he 
went straight out. The family were 
still trapped in the car. It’s just 
awful.” Kyra Thomas, 42, who was 
among those who tried to help the 
family, said: “It’s heartbreaking.” 

Friends have taken to social 
media site Facebook to pay their 
respects to the family man.

A MAN was shot in the foot in Quinton in 
what is believed to have been a targeted 
attack.

Jobs on the way as 
new store to be built 

ALDI will open a new store in Oldbury 
in October with the budget chain due 
to start recruiting workers. 

The supermarket will be built on 
vacant land off Wolverhampton Road, 
creating 40 jobs. 

Sandwell Council said a recruitment 
fair will take place at the Ramada Old¬ 
bury on July 2 between 4pm and 8pm. 

The 4,114 sq ft store, which got 
permission in February, will have a 
115-space car park and is being built 
opposite the town’s Asda supermarket.

Decision to be made 
over King Arthur pub 

THE end is in sight for the landmark King 
Arthur pub with councillors being recom¬ 
mended to approve plans to flatten it to 
make way for a new Aldi supermarket. 

The German budget chain has lodged 
proposals to demolish the 1920s road¬ 
house, beside the Birmingham New Road 
in Dudley, to make way for the store. 

Supermarket bosses say the new 1,000 
sq ft store will create 40 jobs and have a 
94-space car park. 

But the scheme has divided opinion 
across the borough, with letters in favour 
and a petition again the plan, which goes 
before councillors on Monday. 
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Drug addict is jailed for mean theft

Despicable — Richard Mills 


A DRUG addict who was given a day’s 
work helping to lay carpets at the home 
of a 69-year-old woman stole her jewel¬ 
lery, worth £4,000. 

The victim had given serial offender 
Richard Mills breakfast and cups of tea 
while he worked at the house. He repaid 
her kindness by stealing an engagement 
ring and eternity ring, both ‘priceless’ to 
her because of sentimental value. 

Mills also took a watch and two silver 
chains which he sold to buy drugs, re¬ 
vealed Miss Sharonjit Bahia, prosecut¬ 
ing, at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The defendant was an odd job man 


brought in to help at the Coseley home 
of the victim on February 6. Miss Bahia 
explained: “The woman fed him break¬ 
fast and provided numerous cups of tea 
and biscuits. The defendant was then 
asked to clear up some rooms upstairs.” 

An hour after the carpet fitters left 
the occupant went upstairs and saw a 
gold ring on the bathroom floor. Fears 
were confirmed when she realised jewel¬ 
lery was missing from her bedroom. 

Mills, who had 31 previous convic¬ 
tions, had walked out wearing her hus¬ 
band’s hat and carrying a pork pie taken 
from the fridge. This had happened just 


two days after he appeared before mag¬ 
istrates on an another matter. He was 
arrested for the jewellery theft on March 
5 after being detained at a supermarket 
for shoplifting bottles of gin. 

The victim did not ask for compensa¬ 
tion because she assumed he would just 
steal to raise the money. Mr Jon Roe, 
defending, said Mills ‘bitterly regrets 
giving in to temptation.’ 

Mills, of Florence Avenue, Lanesfield, 
pleaded guilty to theft and was jailed for 
two years and three months by Judge 
Martin Walsh, who told him: “This was 
a mean and despicable offence.” 


Cowboy builders conned 
disabled widow aged 86 

THREE young cowboy builders 
charged a disabled 86-year-old 
widow £500 for roof repairs that 
were not needed, a judge heard. 

She was deliberately targeted by the 
unqualified men who made a cold call 
at her Dudley home on January 16, 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The vulnerable victim, who uses a walk¬ 
ing frame and lives alone, was told that 
they were working in the area and had 
noticed the ridge tiles on her house were 
loose. It later emerged that a neighbour 
had seen one of the men climbing up a 
ladder to pull the tiles free, said Mr Mark 
Jackson, prosecuting. 

Charlie Lee, aged 20,19-year-old Nathan 
Smith and their 17-year-old accomplice 
quoted £500, which was quickly reduced by 
£50 when the initial offer was turned down. 

The victim grudgingly agreed to the work 
because she felt intimidated by the men 
and wanted to get rid of them. 

They refused a cheque and, as she only 
had £190 in cash, had to go to the post 
office to withdraw the balance. She was 
driven by a friend but her hands shook so 
much she could not enter the pin number. 

When she returned home to tell the trio 
they took the £190, wrote a receipt and said 
they would come back for the rest of the 
money the following day. 

Pressurised 

Mr Jackson said: “The work did not need 
doing. She felt pressurised and anxious and 
only agreed to get rid of them. They did not 
make overt threats. Their presence was 
sufficient.” 

Trading Standard officers were waiting 
with police when Lee from Justin Park, 

Market Harborough, Smith of Coventry 
and the teenager, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, returned. 

All three pleaded guilty to aggressive 
working practice. Lee was given four 
months’ detention in a Young Offenders 
Institution, the teenager received the same 
period on a detention and trading order 
and Smith, the only one without previous 
convictions, was handed a four-month de¬ 
tention order suspended for 18 months 
with 70 hours of unpaid work, £750 costs 
and £63 compensation.

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Boss seeks 
support in 
call for fair 
police fund 

MPS from across the West Midlands 
have met to discuss a plea for ‘fairer 
funding’ for the police. 

The West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner, David Jamie¬ 
son, is seeking cross-party support to 
cope with the impact of £132 million 
worth of cuts to force budgets. 

The Labour commissioner says 
the West Midlands is hit harder than 
wealthier areas such as Surrey. 

He met with MPs from both Labour 
and the Conservative parties in the 
wake of a report that showed the West 
Midlands grant had been slashed by 
26 per cent and was suffering the big¬ 
gest cuts in the country. 

The National Audit Office report 
claimed police forces do not have a 
clear understanding of the demands 
placed upon them or of the factors 
that affect their costs. Funding for the 
police decreased by £2.3 billion - 25 
per cent - between 2010 and this year. 

Deal 

Mr Jamieson said: “The National 
Audit Office recently confirmed what 
I’ve been saying for a long time that 
the West Midlands gets an unfair 
deal. We have received cuts of 23 per 
cent, compared to Surrey that has re¬ 
ceived just 12 per cent cuts to their 
police budget. 

“I am not calling for the total police 
budget to rise, I just want the West 
Midlands to get its fair share of fund¬ 
ing and cuts from that budget. I was 
delighted to engage with MPs from 
both sides of the House of Commons 
in this joint push for fairer funding.” 


Housing stock is 
at a 25-year low 

THE boss of a Black Country chain of 
estate agents says that stock levels of 
homes on the market are the lowest 
he has known in a quarter of a centu¬ 
ry in the industry. 

Paul Dubberley & Co managing 
partner Lee Morton said the firm had 
had a lot of recent sales success and 
the market in the wake of the General 
Election was ‘a lot more upbeat’. 

“There were so many people chas¬ 
ing these particular houses it was in¬ 
credible. If you get the right stock in 
then it will go.” 

Mr Morton said that it was the 
supply of homes that was now the 
problem. “In 25 years in the industry 
I have never known a market with 
stock levels as low as they are at the 
moment,” he added.

Hospital parking fee 

PARKING charges have risen at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, increasing by as 
much as 50 per cent. 

But hospital bosses have defended 
the move, saying running and main¬ 
tenance costs mean a rise was needed 
after a two-year freeze on tariffs. 

People parking for up to 30 minutes 
have to pay £1.50 rather than £1. An 
hour-long stay costs £2.60, up from 
£2. An hour-and-a-half s parking has 
risen by 60p to £3.60. A stay of up to 
three hours has increased from £4 to 
£4.60, while a long stay up to 24 hours 
Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley has risen by lOp to £5.60. 



increases under fire 


Dudley councillor Bill Etheridge, 
who has campaigned on the issue, 
called the move ‘shameful’ and fears 
the move could lead to congestion on 
surrounding roads. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said 
he is writing to the Health Secretary 
about the fee hike. He said: “Lots of 
people in Dudley say how frustrating 
it is to have to spend so much on park¬ 
ing when going to the hospital for an 
appointment or to visit loved ones. 
These fees often hit vulnerable people 
when they may already be facing a fall 
in their income.” 


Paula Clark, chief executive of 
the Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “Patient and visitor 
car park charges had remained un¬ 
changed for two years. Pressures such 
as running costs and keeping the car 
parks safe and secure has forced us to 
increase the charges. 

“We do not take decisions to in¬ 
crease charges to patients lightly and 
we have checked the market rate to 
see how we compare to local trusts, 
some of which charge for the first 15 
minutes and most charge more for all 
day parking.” 


£300111 vision for M5 

site creating 6,000 jobs 


AN ENTERPRISE zone could be cre¬ 
ated next to the M5 near Halesow¬ 
en in a bid to attract £300 million of 
investment and generate around 
6,000 jobs. 

Dudley Council has announced it is 
working on proposals to transform land 
close to Junction 3 of the motorway. 

Dudley Council’s economic development boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said the borough 
suffered from a shortage of employment sites 
close to motorway junctions but had identified 
the M5 site as having the potential to attract 
firms. 

The authority is looking to set up ‘an enter¬ 
prise zone-style investment site’ on the land 
which borders Manor Way to the north and the 
motorway to the east. 

Full proposals will be drawn up before a pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

“One of the key issues which has hindered 
large scale inward investment in Dudley has 
been our lack of significant readily available 
employment sites near to motorway junctions,” 
Councillor Ahmed said. 

“We have now identified an area that has the 
potential to attract up to £300m of investment 
and to create over 6,000 new jobs, which would 
be a major economic boost to Dudley borough 
and allow us to play a key role in the regional 
growth agenda for the West Midlands over the 
next 10 years. 

Links 

“The land is on the motorway junction which 
would provide excellent transport links and 
create much-needed jobs but we will of course 
put the whole proposal out to full public con¬ 
sultation.” 

Members of the council’s cabinet will be 
asked to authorise a study to explore the po¬ 
tential of the site. If approved, it will then form 
part of the review of the ‘joint core strategy for 
the Black Country’, which will start next year. 

The planning document will provide guide¬ 
lines for the future development of the region 
and as well as employment will look at retail, 
office, leisure, transport and environmental im¬ 
provements for the coming years. 

It follows the creation of the Dudley Business 
Investment Zone launched at the Waterfront 
in Brierley Hill in a bid to fill up empty office 
space and bring 1,600 jobs to the region by of- 
fering a two-year business rates holiday.

College bosses pledge 
to make improvements 


A COLLEGE serving thousands of students 
across the Black Country and Birmingham 
says it will boost standards after Ofsted in¬ 
spectors urged it to make improvements. 

Birmingham Metropolitan College, which has 
campuses in Stourbridge, Brierley Hill, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Great Barr and Birmingham, has been ordered 


to improve by Ofsted. 

Inspectors said too few 
students achieved qualifica¬ 
tions, especially English and 
maths. They also claimed 
attendance to some lessons 
was poor. 

Inspectors said the pro¬ 
portion of apprentices who 
successfully completed their 
qualifications had declined. 

The college has slipped 
from a good rating in 2011 
and was rated as ‘requiring 
improvement’ following a 
visit in May. Ofsted said 
too few learners on study 
programmes complete work 
experience to improve their 
understanding of how skills 
they learn are applied in the 
workplace. 

Strengths 

The report did highlight 
a series of strengths, saying 
teaching, learning and as¬ 
sessment are outstanding in 
manufacturing technology 
apprenticeships. They also 
praised sport and visual 
arts. Ofsted said the college 
worked well with Local En¬ 
terprise Partnerships, coun¬ 
cils and employers to adapt 
the curriculum to support 
regional priorities.

£120m eco 
park plan 
is back on 
the agenda 

PLANS for a £120 million

A supermarket is not ex¬ 
pected to form part of the 
new development and it 
is not known whether the 
waste plant will remain in 
the blueprint. 

Graham Willson, direc¬ 
tor of site owners Skelton 
Group Investments, said: 
“Things are progressing 
well and we have been in 
discussions with Dudley 
Council. 

“The market has changed 
considerably in the years 
since we started the plans, 
in particular with regard to 
food stores, but we are look¬ 
ing closely at alternatives.” 

He added the full propos¬ 
als would be revealed soon. 

Residents who opposed 
the plans fear they could 
have another fight on their 
hands.

More homes 5 
to be created 
due to demand 

DOZENS of empty council houses 
across Dudley will be revamped and 
brought back into use during the next 
12 months. 

Dudley Council says it wants to re¬ 
furbish 90 properties to help meet the 
demand for homes from families. 

It comes as bosses prepare to start 
work on a £1.3 million project to cov¬ 
ert the former Areal Lodge care home 
in Sedgley into new council homes. 

Work will start next month to con¬ 
vert the building into six apartments, 
along with eight bungalows. The pro¬ 
ject is expected to be completed in 
March 2016. 

Construction has also started to 
build homes on the sites of former 
council depots at The Walk in Sedgley 
and at Norfolk Road in Wollaston. 

It is the next stage of a wider £40m 
scheme to build 300 properties over 
the next five years. 

As well as building new homes, 
housing boss Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge said the authority was commit¬ 
ted restored properties which were 
lying empty after falling into a state 
of disrepair for various reasons. 

“We have again set a target of 
bringing 90 empty homes back into 
use over the next year,” she said. 
“Last year we exceeded this and will 
hope to achieve a similar figure this 
year as we look to make the most of 
the borough’s housing stock.”

“The defendant accepts he hit Mr 
Mahmood with the bat but it is un¬ 
likely, given the verdict on the more 
serious counts and the medical evi¬ 
dence, that the jury believed there was 
more than one blow. But the event and 
its consequences will remain with the 
defendant for the rest of his life.” 

Fighting 

Mr Mahmood was attacked outside 
his Dudley home in August last year 
after going to the assistance of his 
19-year-old stepson Ajmal Choudhary, 
who was fighting with one of several 
people who had arrived at the address. 

The 17-year-old, who was of previ¬ 
ous good character and aged 16 at the 
time, cannot be identified for legal rea¬ 
sons. He had the time spent in custody 
awaiting trial deducted from the pro¬ 
posed sentence before it was passed. 
He received an 18-month detention 
and training order.

Taking stock of our 
crumbling heritage

People may be surprised to 
find many landmark buildings 
are on the at risk register. 

ADAM BURLING reports 

THEY have become familiar parts 
of the landscape to thousands of 
people who pass them every day. 

But many may not realise that these 
historic buildings are among the coun¬ 
try’s most at risk sites. 

Heritage campaigners have drawn up a list 
of buildings that they believe could end up 
knocked down or falling into disrepair if ac¬ 
tion is not taken. 

And while some are instantly recognisable, 
others are less obvious. But they all form part 
of the Black Country and Staffordshire’s rich 
heritage. The SAVE group, which is marking 
its 40th anniversary this year, is about to re¬ 
lease its latest catalogue of at risk buildings. 
And English Heritage recently compiled a list 
of sites that are vulnerable to making way for 
developments. 

Turnpike 

Smethwick Toll House has been a fixture on 
the High Street since 1820 but it unlikely that 
the majority of shoppers or commuters pay it 
much attention each day. But it is among five 
sites in the West Midlands chosen by SAVE in 
its latest investigations. 

The toll house and associated coach house 
is Grade II-listed and served the Birmingham, 
Dudley and Wolverhampton turnpike which 
was formed in 1760. The toll house and for¬ 
mer coach house were most recently let as an 
art gallery, but have now been vacant for a 
number of years. 

Meanwhile, Langley Maltings is steeped in 
the history of the Black Country’s brewing in¬ 
dustry. Originally dating from 1870, but sub¬ 
stantially rebuilt in 1898, the Maltings are a 
well-known landmark in this part of Sandwell. 

The site was built for the nearby Showell’s 
Crosswell Brewery, with the 1898 buildings 
designed by Arthur Kinder & Son, notable 
brewery architects. Although the brewery 
changed hands several times, remarkably the 
maltings were still in use as late as 2006 and it 


was one of the last to use the traditional floor 
malting process. 

An arson attack in 2009 caused considerable 
damage to the buildings, but English Heritage 
concluded that ‘despite some unstable ma¬ 
sonry, repairing the building would be rela¬ 
tively straightforward’. 

An application for demolition was submit¬ 
ted by the owner in 2012, but the council re¬ 
jected the plans after an outcry from residents. 
Businessmen Lehmber Singh and Harbhajan 
Singh Dhadday, who run D&S Enterprises, 
bought the property for £1 million in 2007. 

Mr Dhadday said they were still hoping to 
submit a planning application to build hous¬ 
ing. In Staffordshire, Heron Court has been 
singled out as an example of Tudor Gothic ar¬ 
chitecture. The building, in Heron Street, Ru¬ 
geley, was constructed in 1851 at the time that 
Rugeley was expanding from a market town to 
a coal mining centre. 

It was used as a convent and more recently 
as the home of a billiards club. 

The site is now up for sale and, while it is 
in relatively good condition, there are fears it 
will be difficult to find a new use for it that will 
keep its historic features. 


Meanwhile English Heritage has named two 
well-known Dudley churches on its list of land¬ 
marks under threat. St Thomas and St Luke’s 
Church in High Street, Dudley, known as Top 
Church, is a shock new addition to this year’s 
Heritage at Risk register. St John’s Church in 
Dudley is now also on the list. 

A total of 195 sites across the Black Coun¬ 
try, Staffordshire and North Worcestershire 
have now been identified as being at risk in the 
latest survey. Five new buildings in the area, 
all of them churches, have been added. 

However, nine buildings have been removed 
after finding a more secure future. St Thomas 
and St Luke’s Church is considered to be 
Dudley’s premier church and is used for civic 
functions. The Grade II listed building, built 
between 1815 and 1818, is said to be in ‘poor’ 
condition. 

Ten years ago £528,000 was spent restoring 
its spire. Meanwhile, St John’s Church in St 
John Street closed in 2002 for safety reasons 
after structural problems were discovered. 

Worcester Diocese, which owns the building, 
initially said it may be declared redundant and 
demolished. However, the St John’s Church 
Preservation Group was formed in 2007 to

save the building, and it was granted Grade 
II-listed status in 2009. 

William Perry, better known as The Tipton 
Slasher, who was England’s bare-knuckle box¬ 
ing champion from 1850 to 1857, and Marion 
Richardson, a well-known author of children’s 
handwriting books, are among those buried in 
the churchyard. Other entries on the register 
include in Wolverhampton, St Luke’s Church 
in Upper Villiers Street, said to be at severe 
risk as its condition is deteriorating rapidly, 
English Heritage says. It is described as in 
‘very bad’ condition and as being ‘of immedi¬ 
ate risk of further rapid deterioration or loss 
of fabric’. 

Built by GT Robinson of Leamington in 
1860, the church’s huge, decorated spire is a 
local landmark in the Blakenhall area. The 
problem of dry rot was addressed some years 
ago, but many other issues remain. 

The city’s Church of St Leonard, in Church 
Street, has leaking gutters that are damaging 
the stonework and causing water damage in¬ 
side. It still has a number of original features 
from when it was built in 1825, but English 
Heritage says they could be lost if repairs are 
not carried out.

Taskforce is 
set up over 
mutilations 

A NEW taskforce, the first of its 
kind in the West Midlands, has been 
launched aiming to end the illegal 
practice of female genital mutilation. 

Officials gathered at Sandwell 
Council House to announce plans of a 
new bid to eradicate the practice and 
protect young girls and women. 

The West Midlands Police and 
Crime Panel announced the regional 
task force that will work to better 
co-ordination of agencies. 

Police, councils and the office of 
the West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson came 
to together to make the pledge last 
week. A report commissioned by the 
police and crime panel says much is 
going on across the region to tackle 
FGM. 

But different areas and organisa¬ 
tions are at different places to deal 
with this form of child abuse.

He also paid tribute to his fellow 
riders who have been helping to raise 
Jtlmillion for Cure Leukaemia with 
the London 2 Paris and the upcoming

the Tour de France route just 24 hours 
before the real race.

ONE of Ziggy Stardust’s Spi¬ 
ders from Mars is joining 
forces with rock producer 
Tony Visconti to pay tribute 
to David Bowie’s early career 
at a concert in Birmingham. 

Guest singers including Marc Al¬ 
mond and Heaven 17’s Glenn Gregory 
will be joining drummer Woody Wood- 
mansey’s group Holy Holy to perform 
in full Bowie’s The Man Who Sold The 
World album, recorded 45 years ago, at 
the 02 Academy on Monday. 

New Yorker Visconti, who has 
worked with Bowie intermittently 
from his breakthrough album Space 
Oddity in 1969 until 2013’s comeback 
The Next Day, said: “One reason I’m 
looking forward to playing The Man 
Who Sold the World album in its en¬ 
tirety again is because lots of people 
ask me if I still play bass. I do but I’ve 
since rarely played anything as ambi¬ 
tious and demanding as the music of 
that great batch of songs conceived by 
David Bowie. 

“Eventually the album sold a mil¬ 
lion or two. A great homage to us was 
to hear Nirvana perform the title track 
unplugged in the ‘90s on an MTV spe¬ 
cial, note for note. A lot of people still 
believe that Kurt Cobain wrote it.” 

Visconti is also famous for record¬ 
ings with T. Rex and in more recent 
years recorded Morrissey and Kaiser 
Chiefs. Also performing will be singer 
Lisa Ronson, daughter of late Spiders 
from Mars guitarist Mick Ronson, top 
session guitarist Paul Cuddeford and 
former Chelsea and Gene Loves Jeze¬ 
bel guitarist James Stevenson. 

After playing The Man Who Sold the 
World album in full, the band will go 
on to play many of Bowie’s greatest 
songs from the 1969 to ‘73 era, includ¬ 
ing Ziggy Stardust and, Woody Wood- 
mansey’s signature tune on drums, 
Five Years. 


Yorkshire rocker Woodmansey, who 
also drummed on The Rise and Fall of 
Ziggy Stardust and the Spiders from 
Mars, Hunky Dory and Aladdin Sane, 
said: “When we recorded TMWSTW 
album with David Bowie and Mick 
Ronson we were all looking forward 
to presenting it to audiences in a live 
situation as we felt it would be exciting 
for us and them. This never came to 


pass until September last year. From 
the first song in rehearsals, Width Of 
A Circle, it was obvious that we were 
right about our earlier excitement. 
Each song had its own special magic, 
as Bowie songs do. We stayed true to 
the spirit and essence of the songs 
whilst adding a contemporary edge.”

Teenagers should 
have a say on EU

A MAJORITY of MPs vot¬ 
ed against giving 16 and 
17-year-olds a say in the EU 
Referendum and I’m strug¬ 
gling to understand why. 

This might be a last flash of 
youthful angst, the dying embers 
of aspiration or, as The Who might 
have put it, a teenage wasteland. 

But I really don’t see why 308 
MPs, a majority of 41 who took part, 
thought that the under 18s did not 
deserve a shot at shaping the country 
they are going to have to spend (for 
most of them) the rest of their lives in. 

The slightly surly argument is that 
before the age of 18 people can have 
sex, get married, join the army and 
learn to drive - ah of which are things 
that result in either the creation of 
life or the responsibility of bearing the 
risk of ending someone’s. 

Restrict 

This falls down a little, of course. 
For a start, soldiers must be 18 to 
actually go to war. And marriage can 
only happen earlier than that with the 
permission of parents. 

We could start listing all the other 
things the under 18s can’t do as well - 
buy alcohol, cigarettes, fireworks and 
so on - and give that as a reason not to 
extend the vote. 

And we could use the argument 
that turnout among young people, 
particularly the 18 to 24 age group, is 
already pitifully low when it comes to 
elections.

But the independence referendum 
isn’t an election. I find myself in 
agreement with the Labour MP for 
Wolverhampton South East, Pat Mc¬ 
Fadden, the party’s shadow Europe 
minister. He said: “If we are to leave 
and as a result of that we decide that 
we’re going to restrict the rights of 
other European citizens to come to 
live and work in the UK then be sure 
there will be reciprocal action taken 
against young people from the United 
Kingdom. 

“So the rights that British citizens 
currently enjoy because we are part 
of the European Union, to live, work 
and study throughout the rest of the 
European Union are directly at stake 
in this referendum. 

“And I believe that’s a very strong 
reason, even setting aside the gen¬ 
eral debate about the rights of 16 and

17-year-olds to vote in elections as a 
whole, for giving those citizens the 
right to vote in this referendum. 

“Their future is directly at stake.”

most bonkers argument ever for deny¬ 
ing it to under 18s. 

Labour’s Barry Sheerman, MP 
for Huddersfield, said letting 16 and 
17-year-olds vote would ‘shrink child¬ 
hood’ and even added: “The move to 
have adults at 16 will make a lot of 
young men and women more vulnera¬ 
ble to sexual predation.” 

Mr McFadden replied: “All I would 
say to you is maturity is not an exact 
science.”

Peatbog Faeries 
Blackhouse 

PEATBOG Faeries are seri¬ 
ously pushing the limits of 
what could be called folk 
music. 

The band fuse traditional Scottish/ 
Celtic sounds with ambient, electro, 
dance and rock strands - a lot of which 
are produced by Ross Couper. 

There are a few folk bands which do 
this merging of modern music strands 
but fiercely Scottish Peatbog Faeries 
often seem to do it without really blur¬ 
ring the lines between the styles and 
in doing so it can feel rather shunted 
together. 

You can’t fault their playing on the 
traditional side with Peter Morrison’s 
superb pipe and whistle playing along¬ 
side Couper’s fiddle work but the prob¬ 
lem is you can hear the joins. 

It’s like all these modern synth 
sounds are bolted on and badly welded 
together. If you’re a fan of the Peat¬ 
bogs then it’s more than likely not a 
problem, but if you were expecting 
Celtic folk music on their seventh stu¬ 
dio album, then from the first track, Is 
This Your Son?, you could easily think 
they put the wrong disc in the sleeve. 

Jakes On A Plane is one of the more 
subtle blends however, Tom In Front 
is a perfect example of when it doesn’t 
quite fit together, the band open the 
track with an ambient voice then 
launch into traditional pipes and fiddle 
and it’s easy to think well why start it 
like that? 

The Scottish sounds are good 
enough and the synthed intro doesn’t 
really add anything.

Barrule 

Manannan’s Cloak 

If you want people to sit up and take 
notice of your album then you need an 
opening track which comes out with 
all barrels blattering much like The 
Wheel of Fire on Isle of Man trio Bar- 
rule’s new CD. 

And if this is the kind of music 
which emanates from the IoM then the 
world needs more Manx music. 

It may sound simplistic but because 
of it’s geographical position in the 
Irish Sea it seems Barrule are chan¬ 
nelling the music which the island has 
absorbed like a sponge from Ireland, 
Scotland, England and Wales as well 
being undergirded, of course, by the 
native Manx traditions and culture. 

This album is both died-in-the-wool 
traditional while at the same time 
sounding incredibly new and fresh. 

Tomas Callister and Jamie Smith 
launch straight in setting down their 
flag on the tenor banjo and accordion 
respectively. 

There are some great, fast-paced 
jigs and reels.Manannan’s Cloak is 
out now on Easy on the Records label. 


Peter Knight’s Gigspanner 
Layers of Ages 

There has almost been musical 
fracking within the traditional folk 
realm. There are bands now who are 
folk rock, alternative folk, indie folk, 
goth folk, jazz folk, the permutations 
and fusions seem to be multiplying by 
the week. 

Into this melting pot comes Peter 
Knight’s Gigspanner bringing with it 
something of an oasis where tradition¬ 
alists can rest their weary ears and in¬ 
dulge in some fantastic sounds which 
are clearly rooted in the traditional 
but do, to keep the eclectic juices flow¬ 
ing, throw in the odd curve ball. 

Former Steeleye Span member 
Peter Knight with Roger Flack and 
Vincent Salzfaas have got the balance 
spot on. They have kept the core of 
their music traditional but have fused 
sympathetic and harmonious strands 
to it. 

The Bows of London brings a dark 
tale.

Idina Menzel, Symphony 
Hall, Birmingham 

BROADWAY’S brightest 
star opened her UK tour 
in Birmingham and it was 
such a priceless night for 
Midlands musical theatre 
fans that their standing 
ovation at the end of her 
non-stop 110 minute con¬ 
cert showed they didn’t 
want to Let It Go. 

The 44-year-old star 
of Rent and Wicked, best 
known as the voice of Elsa 
in Disney’s Frozen, showed 
plenty of chutzpah by open¬ 
ing with her second most 
popular song, Wicked’s De¬ 
fying Gravity, most familiar 
of a slew of empowerment 
anthems that the 21st cen¬ 
tury equivalent to Streisand 
has made her own.

The King Dances, Carmina burana, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

A SEASON of performances marking Da¬ 
vid Bintley’s 20th anniversary as director 
of Birmingham Royal Ballet began with a 
double bill pairing his latest work with his 
first creation for the company. 

Both the world premiere performance of 
The King Dances and the revival of his call¬ 
ing card at Birmingham, Carmina burana, 
were spectacular and dramatic, though it 
was the 1995 ballet danced to Carl Orffs 
stirring music that got the standing ovation. 

The King Dances is inspired by an episode 
that gave birth to ballet when, in 1653, the 
teenaged King Louis XIV of France danced 
the role of Apollo in Le Ballet de la Nuit at 
the Louvre Palace in Paris. 

Le Ballet de la Nuit was rumoured to 
have lasted 12 hours but Bintley’s ballet 
comes in at a more reasonable 35 minutes. 
This atmospherically lit piece, in which 
almost all the roles are danced by men as 
was the custom then, begins with flaming 
torches brought on stage by royal retainers.

Archive footage saved 
thanks to Lottery grant 


HOURS of archive film foot¬ 
age showing Wolverhampton 
life from the 50s to the 70s 
have been rescued from the 
brink of extinction thanks to 
a lottery funded preservation 
project. 

The footage, shot by production com¬ 
pany Warners, includes the Queen’s 
visit to the town in May 1962 and a 
military parade by the South Stafford¬ 
shire Regiment in the same year. 

A 1961 Black Country travelogue, 
a promotional film for the West Mid¬ 
lands band Kansas Hook shot in 1970, 
and even News Travels Fast - a day in 
the life of the Express & Star, filmed in 
1960 are also featured. 

Wolverhampton City Archives in 
partnership with the Media Archive 
for Central England (Mace) has car¬ 
ried out the work to preserve the film 
records, which were at risk of becom¬ 
ing unusable due to vinegar syndrome, 
which causes film to decay. 

More than 50 different recordings 
have now been digitised and recon¬ 
structed and archive volunteers have

been researching the backgrounds of 
some of the people and companies fea¬ 
tured in the collection. 

For Sallie Birtwisle, who grew up 
in Penn, the project has brought back 
memories of the happiest day of her 
life. She was contacted by Mace and 
told that the video document of her 
wedding day had been restored. 

Sallie, now 73 and living in Nant- 
wich, Cheshire, had never seen the 
video of her happy day, which was held 
at Christ Church in Tettenhall Wood 
on July 31, 1965. 

She said being able to see her late hus¬ 
band Richard and all of their friends 
and family again was ‘the best thing 
to happen to me all year’. 

She said: “It was absolutely wonder¬ 
ful to watch the day back. 

“What is particularly great about 
this for me is that my grandchildren 
can see all of these people who they 
have only had access to before through 
still images. It would have been great 


for Richard to see it.” The results of 
the project are now on display until 
August 5 at an exhibition called Rescu¬ 
ing Warners, held at Wolverhampton 
City Archives on Whitmore Hill. 

Mace senior curator and member 
Phil Leach said: “A lot of these films 
haven’t been seen for around 40 or 50 
years. It has taken a lot of hard work 
to get the films to this stage and every¬ 
one has done a great job.” 

Founded by Matthew Richard War¬ 
ner as a chemist, Warners, was based 
in Chapel Ash from at least 1901, and 
by 1915 also had a branch on Stafford 
Road. It branched out into photo¬ 
graphic supplies in the 1920s, and by 
1955 M R Warner & Son Ltd was ad¬ 
vertising itself as a photographic, cine 
and visual aid specialist. It was the 
official photographer for the council 
in 1960. 

In the 1960s it also operated a large 
department for commercial photogra¬ 
phy, producing promotional films for 
local industries, and still had a pres¬ 
ence in Chapel Ash into the 1980s. The 
films were donated to Wolverhampton 
archives by representatives of Warners 
in 1992.

THE one thing you can nev¬ 
er do where musician Derry 
Jones is concerned is ques¬ 
tion his dedication to his mu¬ 
sic.

Illness 

O’Dell was brought in when original 
band member Trevor Durden sadly 
died in 2010 after a long illness. Not 
surprisingly this caused the album to 
be delayed and it was only about three 
years ago that the impetus to put the 
album together was gained again. 

“We decided to kick-start the album 
again but had to give Rob time to learn 
all the new stuff and we were still 
writing material at that point as well. 
Fortunately with the songs we already 
have and ones we have continued to 
write hopefully the next album will be 
along quicker.” 

“Ironically it’s been a bit of a rush 
to get it finished for our deadline date 
because we are going to showcase it 
at The Woodman on July 3. I write 
songs and so does Paul and with the 
12 tracks we have a sort of half and 
half mix, there some covers but there 
are half a dozen of our songs as well.” 

Nothing To Prove have been to¬ 
gether for 15 years since they met at 
Bridgnorth Folk Festival and their 
debut album Open Verdict came out a 
coupld of years later. ” 

So what can people expect to hear 
on the album? 

“They are all songs that people will 


know because we have performed 
them live at festivals and at the club. 
So this album is a collection of those 
songs which people will be familiar 
with.” 

“We don’t take ourselves seriously 
hence the name Nothing To Prove, 
it’s not us being big headed, it’s that 
we are doing it for a laugh, for enjoy¬ 
ment and that’s it. There is a song on 
there called Folk Festival Virgin which 
is about going to a festival for the very 


first time. There is humour on there 
and there are a couple of seafaring 
songs.This album has grown with us 
and we have grown with it, it’s been 
good fun. We are looking forward to 
launching it,” he added. 

Nothing To Prove will be launch¬ 
ing Unusual Suspects on July 3 at 
The Woodman Folk Club, Ashwood 
Marina, Kingswinford from 8.30pm.

Such a Magna-ficent city with 
historical Lines to royal charter 


EIGHT centuries after the sealing 
of Magna Carta by King John in 
Surrey, there are only four known 
surviving copies in existence. 

Two belong to the British Library and one 
to Salisbury Cathedral. The fourth, owned 
by Lincoln Cathedral, is now on permanent 
display in a new exhibit at Lincoln Castle. 

Lincoln is very much at the centre of 
renewed interest for the document signed 
in 1215. Translated as The Great Charter, 
Magna Carta established the principle that 
everybody, including the king, was subject 
to the law. Magna Carta remains a corner¬ 
stone of the British constitution to this day. 

Visitor numbers for Lincoln are on the 
rise, and not just because of its links to 
the world famous charter. There is plenty 
more to the city. My son and I stayed at The 
White Hart, a traditional hotel with a mod-

ern twist and stunning views of both the 
cathedral and newly restored castle walls. 

Our suite was a tasteful combination of 
both old and new. This is the case through¬ 
out the lovely hotel, including the superb 
Grille restaurant on the ground floor. 

Transformed 

Following a hearty breakfast we made 
our way on foot the short distance to the 
castle. Under the direction of Mary Powell, 
programme manager of Lincoln Castle Re¬ 
vealed, the historic site has been spectac¬ 
ularly transformed. Visitors can now take 
part in the Lincoln Castle Wall Walk, aided 
by an electronic audio guide. 

The site is also home to two former pris¬ 
ons, one from the Georgian period, another 
from the Victorian era. Both provide a fas¬ 


cinating addition to the castle and offer an 
unusual trip through the centuries. 

My son Matthew, who is keen on history, 
was particularly taken with the Victorian 
prison chapel and enjoyed dressing as an 
inmate. 

However, it is the Magna Carta Visitor 
Centre, now home to the famous document, 
and Charter of the Forest, which is draw¬ 
ing crowds. The visitor centre also includes 
a ‘wall of words’ translating the script to 
modern English and a large curved cinema 
screen to tell the document’s story. Copies 
of the shields of the 25 barons who were 
present at the sealing of Magna Carta are 
displayed too. And the latest attraction is 
a Saxon sarcophagus discovered on an ar¬ 
chaeological dig in the castle grounds con¬ 
taining the 1,000-year-old remains of its 
occupant. 

A highlight for many visiting the city will 


be its wonderful cathedral, where guide 
Colin Hill brought the site to life. Build¬ 
ing commenced in 1088 and continued in 
phases throughout the medieval period and 
was for the best part of 240 years the tallest 
building in the world. 

Visitors can also marvel at the services 
chapels, one of each dedicated to the Army, 
RAF and Navy, while for those who enjoy 
all things relating to military history, a 
visit to The Museum of Lincolnshire Life 
is a must. 

Venture into the city centre and head 
for The Fossdyke Canal Trail which runs 
alongside the Fossdyke Navigation. Walk 
or cycle towpaths, or relax in style on a 
water taxi ride from Brayford mooring to 
the Pyewipe Inn for a tasty meal. Alterna¬ 
tively, take a leisurely cruise on the Bray¬ 
ford Belle. A fabulous way to round off a 
memorable trip.

Spiced up 
308 GT is 
Peugeot’s 
flagship

SOME like it hot when it comes to Peugeots, 
note the 205 GTi and the 208 GTi. 

So it should be no surprise to see the firm’s small 
family car the 308 gets a piece of the action. 

The 308 is a fine looking car in its own right, but with the 
spiced up GT as its flagship, it gets a bit of extra bling, badg¬ 
es and performance, both the hatchback and estate. 

Despite the sporty makeover, the car remains a hugely 
practical economical compact family car, with the estate 
tested here just as good looking as the saloon, in common 
with many estates these days. 

With a choice of petrol or diesel engines available, and 
tweaked, lowered suspension, both deliver warm rather 
than hot-hatch performance. 

Squaring the circle of performance with economy is never 
going to be easy, but both the 1.6-litre petrol and two-litre 
diesel engines offer decent economy and lowish C02 emis¬ 
sions, with the efficient diesel tested here being particularly 
frugal. 

Despite being able to propel the car from 0-60mph in just 
8.4 seconds, it has claimed fuel economy of nearly 70mpg 
and very low emissions of 107g/km, making it a very attrac¬ 
tive fleet car option. 

They are not cheap, but are impressively equipped with 
standard kit which would bump up price of cheaper com¬ 
petitors. These include high-end items like radar parking 
sensors with rear camera and head up display as well as 
the usual array of gadgetry you would expect on a car in the 
mid-£20,000 bracket. 

It is very sylish featuring all-LED headlamps, with LED 
daytime running lights and LED indicators and the signature 
lion badge can now be found on the grille, breaking slightly 
with the corporate Peugeot floating grille seen across the 
range. 

Sporty side skirts have been added as you move around 
the car towards the rear where where twin exhausts com¬ 
plete the sporty look. This is all topped off by striking 18-inch 
alloy wheels with fluted spokes and engraved motif. 

Peugeot interiors are now up there with the best and the 
GT features exclusive touches with high-quality finish up¬ 
holstery in anthracite with red stitching around the dash¬ 
board, door panels, gear lever gaiter and floor mats. 

Aluminium detailing on the pedals, coupled with stainless 
steel sill finishers in the door apertures, add the finishing 
touch. It also features the now familiar neat and sporty steer¬ 
ing wheel, also finished with perforated leather trim and fea¬ 
turing the GT badge. 

The dash and controls are simple and easy to use, fea¬ 
turing the firm’s, decluttered layout of the dash with touch 
screen, controlling functions like climate, sat nav and info¬ 
tainment, with easy to read dials in the binnacle. 

The four-cylinder 2.0-litre BlueHDi 180 diesel engine also 
offers a high level of performance and great pulling power 
with a maximum torque of 400Nm at 2,000rpm making it an 
easy car to drive on the motorway. It is coupled to smooth 
shifting six-speed automatic gearbox. 

Standard kit also includes the Driver Sport Pack, which 
delivers raspier exhaust note, red display when switched to 
sport mode; instrument panel that displays the power and 
torque delivered, more responsive power steering, accel¬ 
erator pedal mapping and operation of the gearbox, with 
steering wheel-mounted control paddles. 

While not breathtaking performance, these enhance¬ 
ments plus the sportier suspension deliver and enjoyable 
drive, but just as importantly a comfortable ride when the 
sport mode is disabled. 

Being an estate the stowage area is large, particularly 
with rear seats folded flat, but is also well-shaped with easy 
access for smaller people and other stowage areas abound 
through the cabin. 

All Peugeots have high levels of safety kit and the GT in¬ 
cludes all round airbags, assisted braking and stability con¬ 
trol, plus Isofix child anchor points. 

It’s expensive, but offers a comprehensive range of equip¬ 
ment, is hugely practical - and it sure looks good.

joins

Back in the heady days of the late 
1960s my late best mate was of¬ 
ten the centre of attention in his 
gleaming Viva so I wonder what 
he would have made of today’s 
reincarnation of the old Vauxhall 
favourite. 

His souped-up model had the lot in¬ 
cluding wider wheels and even go-fast- 
er stripes and we enjoyed many a mo¬ 
toring adventure on the country roads 
of Mid Wales and Shropshire. 

Sadly my pal Clive died in a motoring 
accident but I think he would have been 
impressed with the makeover Vauxhall has 
unveiled to his prized possession - even if 
it no longer suits drivers looking for thrills. 

The name vanished but is now back in 
showrooms as a city car segment compet¬ 
itor, representing value for money as Vaux¬ 



hall bosses recognise the needs of the cau¬ 
tious, price conscious motorist. Viva fits the 
bill perfectly and is the epitome of value for 
money with prices starting at under £8,000, 
with even the top-spec model coming to the 
showroom at less than £10,000. 

Even the basic SE getting five seats, elec¬ 
tric front windows, cruise control and a trip 
computer. The top-spec SL gets climate con¬ 
trol, Bluetooth and alloy wheels and you only 
£2,000 more. 

Viva joins Vauxhall’s growing small-car 
family, which already includes ADAM and 
Corsa, but is clearly defined from these mod¬ 
els by its value, range and dimensions. 

There’s no mistaking Viva is a Vauxhall as 
the latest model in the range to display the 
company’s sculptured design philosophy. 
Three strong feature lines swoop down the 
sides with the signature ‘blade’, seen previ¬ 
ously on Insignia and GTC, slicing through 
the doors. The two others run through the 
front and rear door handles while the front 
end features a distinctive winged chrome bar 
that presents the Griffin badge. 

This design is a great looking feature 
but you do wonder what the cost of repairs 
would be to any damage to the side panels. 

Large headlights and taillights are added 
to create a design that shows a lot of atten¬ 
tion to detail for a vehicle in this class. 

Under the bonnet of all models you will 
find the same 1.0-litre three-cylinder engine, 
with 74bhp and 95Nm of torque while the 
SE models get ecoFLEX trim, adding low 
rolling resistance tyres as well as front and 
rear spoilers, dropping C02 levels below the 
road tax threshold. The one-litre engine is 
part of Vauxhall’s large-scale engine offen¬

sive, which started last year and will bring 
17 new powertrains to market before 2018. 

The 1.0-litre ECOTEC (75PS) is the base 
engine of a new generation of small Vaux¬ 
hall petrol engines. The next more power¬ 
ful version is the 1.0 ECOTEC Direct Injec¬ 
tion Turbo that has been available in ADAM 
and Corsa with an output of either 90PS 
or 115PS. Vauxhall says all models will do 
60mpg on the combined cycle though on 
test it was closer to 50mpg. 

Inside there’s plenty of room for four 
people and a 206 litre boot which would 
not pass the golf club test. It’s comfortable 


enough up front, though there’s only tilt 
adjustment to the steering column which 
means sliding the seat in and out or up and 
down is the only way to get cosy. 

It’s always a risk when a manufacturer 
resurrects a model but the new Viva is so 
far removed from its predecessor it doesn’t 
really matter. 

The three cylinder engine lacks a bit of 
firepower but this Viva is aimed at a motor¬ 
ist with economy in mind rather than mph. 

With ADAM and Corsa already out there 
Vauxhall will have to be careful not to be¬ 
come recognised as a small car producer.

£60,000 wage to 
tempt Ba to Baggies 


ALBION are ready to make Demba Ba 
the highest paid player in Hawthorns 
history to land the £10m striker. 

The Baggies are ready to splash out a 
club-record transfer fee and offer wages of 
more than £60,000-a-week in order to lure 
the 30-year-old to the club from Turkish 
side Besiktas. 

But they remain locked in a potential struggle 
to sign the former Chelsea and Newcastle hit¬ 
man with cash-rich clubs from around the world 
keeping tabs. Besiktas board member Ahmet 
Urkmezgil claims the club have received a bid 
of 14 million euros from Chinese side Shanghai 
Shenhua for Ba, who seems certain to leave Tur¬ 
key this summer after a dispute with the club. 

“Nothing has been agreed yet,” said Urk¬ 
mezgil. “The Chinese side wants him and have 
made us an offer of 14 million euros but nothing 
has been finalised as of yet.” 

Splashed 

Albion are willing to match the Chinese bid, 
which equates to around £10m. That would 
eclipse the down-payment splashed out last 
summer on Brown Ideye - the overall club-re¬ 
cord £10m figure depends on add-ons which have 
yet to be triggered. 

But the real key to the Ba deal is likely to be 
personal terms. 

The Baggies are ready to push the boat out 
to persuade the Senegal international to sign, 
but with Shenhua and wealthy clubs from the 
Middle East also in the mix, they could still be 
gazumped on wages. 

They still hope, however, that Ba’s desire to 
return to the Premier League will work in their 
favour with sources close to the player already 
indicating he is reluctant to move to China. 

James McClean has become Tony Pulis’ first 
signing of the summer and he is now keen to 
land Matty Phillips from QPR. 

McClean has arrived at Albion with a glowing 
recommendation from a reporter who watched 
him for Wigan. 

McClean ended last season as Wigan’s leading 
scorer and cleaned up in the club’s end-of-season 
awards. 

Pulis also wants to strengthenthe back, with 
QPR’s Steven Caulker and Hull’s James Chester 
among the centre-backs under consideration.

TIM SHERWOOD’S rebuilding pro¬ 
gramme at Villa Park has started with 
the capture of England international 
Micah Richards. 

The defender, who can play right-back 
or centre-back, has signed a four-year 
deal with the club, reportedly worth 
£65,000 per week. 

Richards returns to Birmingham, the 
city of his birth, after a spell on loan at 
Italian club Fiorentina from parent club 
Manchester City, where his contract 
came to an end this summer. West Ham, 
Sunderland and Stoke City were among 
a host of clubs battling for the 26-year- 
old defender. 

Leandro Bacuna and Alan Hutton 
have been sharing the right-back spot 
since Sherwood took over in February, 
the latter appearing in the FA Cup final 
thrashing against Arsenal. 

Richards’ first goal for City came 
against Villa in 2006 and he went on 
to appear 179 times for the Citizens. 
He won two Premier League titles at 
the Etihad, as well as the FA Cup and 
League Cup. 

During Manuel Pellegrini’s first sea¬ 
son at the helm he appeared only 10 
times, losing his place in the side to 
Pablo Zabaleta. 

He was promptly loaned out to Serie 
A outfit Fiorentina for 2014/15, where 
he featured 19 times in all competitions. 

Richards made his international debut 
in November 2006 against the Nether¬ 
lands and has won 13 caps to date. Man¬ 
ager Tim Sherwood said: “I’m really 
pleased to get Micah on board and I’m 
sure he will prove to be an excellent sign¬ 
ing for the football club.” 

The two parties agreed terms recently, 
but with Richards on holiday it held up 
the completion of the deal.
